Making  a  total  of  332—33  officers  and  teachers, 
and  299  scholars,  divided  into  11  male  and  14 
female  classes  in  the  intermediate  school,  onemale 
and  two  female  Bible  classes,  and  the  Infant 
School.  There  lias  been  an  increase  of  about  69 
new  scholars  during  the  year. 
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The  18th  Anniversary  of  the  school  took  place 
on  the  afternoon  of  Sunday,  January  17th  ;  the  at¬ 
tendance  was  large,  the  singing  very  good.  The 
emblem  was  a  cross  of  flowers  encircled  by  a 
crown,  the  word  “faith”  in  gas  jets  over  the  cross. 
The  text  “  Be  thou  faithful  unto  death,  and  I  will 
give  thee  a  crown  of  life,”  Rev.  ii.  10,  painted 
on  a  shield  hanging  from  the  pulpit.  The  Rector 

preached  a  very  interesting  sermon  from  this 
text. 

During  the  year  the  old  debt  of  the  school  was 
paid  off,  so  that  we  entered  upon  the  year  1875 
free  from  debt;  and  though  we  have  had  to  incur 
a  heavy  expense  in  the  purchase  of  an  organ,  we 
trust  that  the  means  will  be  provided  to  enable  us 
to  pay  off  this  debt  also,  so  that,  if  we  are  spared 
to  commence  the  year  1876,  we  may  do  so  under 
the  same  favorable  auspices. 

In  looking  back  over  the  work  of  the  year,  it 
seems  as  if  God’s  special  blessing  had  rested  upon 
our  school.  Our  number  has  increased,  there 
seems  to  be  a  greater  interest  in,  and  a  better 
knowledge  of  the  lessons.  We  have  been  able  to 
keep  up  our  donations  to  charitable  objects,  and 
to  pay  our  debt.

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CONCLUSION. 

As  year  after  year  tlie  report  of  our  Church 
is  presented  detailing  the  work  of  the  year, 
we  are  reminded  that  the  nic:ht  will  soon  come 
in  which  no  man  can  work.  May  we  all  then 
do  with  our  might  what  our  hand  findeth  to 
do.  During  the  last  year  one  of  our  most 
earnest  and  efficient  workers  has  been  called 
from  her  place  in  the  Church  Militant  to  her 
reward  in  the  Church  Triumphant.  The  sim¬ 
plicity  and  earnestness  of  her  faith,  the  purity 
and  devotion  of  her  walk  and  conversation, 
her  works  and  labors  of  love,  will  ever  be 
cherished  most  sacredly  by  all  who  knew  her. 
I  allude  to  Miss  Charlotte  W.  Wetherill, 
who  departed  this  life  October  24th,  1874 
At  a  meeting  of  the  Vestry  (Oct.  2G,  1874), 
the  following  minute  was  placed  on  record  : 

The  announcement  of  the  death  of  Miss 
Charlotte  W.  Wetherill  comes  to  us  with  pe¬ 
culiar  sadness.  She  was  one  of  the  founders 
of  the  Church  of  the  Covenant,  and  devoted 
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herself  with  untiring  zeal  and  energy  U)  its 
interests. 

As  an  adviser,  a  teacher  of  the  Bible  class, 
or  a  worker  in  the  charities  of  the  Church, 
she  was  always  the  same  prayerful  Christian. 
Her  principles  were  indeed  convictions  that 
admitted  of  no  compromise  with  error,  and 
she  never  hesitated  to  express  them  when  duty 
or  occasion  required  it. 

In  the  earlier  history  of  our  Church,  and 
until  sickness  prevented  her  attendance,  her 
cheering  words  of  encouragement,  her  tender 
notes  of  warning,  and  her  unflinching  devo¬ 
tion  to  truth  were  never  wanting,  and  contri¬ 
buted  in  a  great  measure  to  the  success  of  our 
efibrts.  We  oflen  gathered  from  her  example 
and  precept  lessons  of  inestimable  value  which 
we  will  still  hold  in  remembrance. 

While  thankful  for  the  illustration  of  Chris¬ 
tian  faith  and  virtue  afforded  by  her  life  and 
death,  we  sympathize  deeply  with  her  family 
and  friends  in  their  bereavement. 

I  am  glad  to  say  that  there  is  a  manifest 
increase  in  the  number  of  scholars  in  our 
Sunday-school,  as  w’ell  as  an  improvement  in 
attendance,  and  in  the  interest  manifested  by 
the  scholars  in  the  lessons.  It  should  surely 
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i

i  stimulate  the  teachers  to  greater  zeal  aud  dili¬ 
gence  and  prayer,  in  their  efforts  to  bring  their 
scholars  to  Jesus,  to  know  that  of  the  fourteen 
candidates  for  confirmation  twelve  were  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Sunday-school. 

Our  Dorcas  Society,  notwithstanding  the 
financial  depression  of  the  past  year,  has  been 
enabled  to  prosecute  its  good  work,  and  even 
to  increase  materially  its  benefactions  for  the 
comfort  and  relief  of  the  poor  of  the  Lord’s 
flock.  They  have  also  made  the  hearts  of  a 
faithful  missionary  and  his  family,  in  a  distant 
part  of  the  Lord’s  vineyard,  glad  by  their  very 
generous  and  valuable  donations. 

The  Sewing  School  has  continued  its  work 
with  its  accustomed  interest  and  success,  under 
a  band  of  most  self-denying  and  efficient 
teachers. 

And  now,  dear  brethren,  may  the  Lord 
make  you  all  fruitful  in  every  good  work  to 
do  His  will.  “I  am  the  Vine,  ye  are  the 
branches,”  said  our  Saviour ;  “  herein  is  my 
Father  glorified  that  ye  bring  forth  much  fruit, 
so  shall  ye  be  my  disciples.”  So  shall  it  be 
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proved  that  yc  are  uiy  disciples.  Tlie  proof 
of  discipleship  is,  bearing  fruit.  We  are  prone 
to  forget  this  and  to  value  means  as  if  they 
were  ends,  and  to  be  satisfied  when  we  have 
them,  though  none  of  the  ends  designed  are 
accomplished  by  them.  Let  us  not  deceive 
ourselves.  The  numbers  that  attend  public 
worship  and  that  come  to  the  Lord’s  Supper, 
and  thus  maintain  the  profession  of  being 
Christians,  may  be  multiplied,  order,  dignity, 
beauty  and  unanimity  may  appear  in  all  the 
exterior  of  our  Church  ordinances  and  ser¬ 
vices,  and  many  an  observer  of  all  this  will 
believe,  as  a  matter  of  course,  that  in  it  all 
the  Lord  is  glorified ;  but  there  is  a  question 
first  to  be  put.  What  is  the  end  of  all  these 
means,  and  how  far  is  it  attained  ?  They  are 
simply  “  the  form  of  godliness. The  question 
is.  How  far  arc  they  possessed  of  and  made 
instrumental  in  promoting  “  the  poxcer''  of 
godliness?  They  are  the  several  branches,  it 
may  be  of  a  golden  candlestick,  but  they  arc 
only  the  candlestick.  The  important  questiem 
is,  I  low  far  its  lamps  are  filled  with  the  pre- 


cious  oil,  and  are  giving’  out  the  precious  light 
of  the  Saviour’s  life-giving  grace.  ‘‘  Let  your 
light  so  shine  before  men  that  they  may  see 
your  good  works  and  glorify  your  Father 
which  is  in  heaven.”  “Let  your  light  so 
shine.”  Shine  it  must,  if  we  have  it;  but  it 
may  not  so  shine  as  to  glorify  Him  who  is  the 
light.  It  may  shine  so  feebly,  so  unsteadily, 
so  doubtfully,  as  rather  to  perplex  than  to 
guide;  rather  to  exhibit  the  weakness  and 
sinfulness  of  the  man  than  the  excellence  of 
God’s  grace.  Let  your  light  so  shine,  so 
plainly,  so  consistently,  so  steadily,  so  dis¬ 
tinctly,  and  in  whatsoever  is  lovely  and  of 
good  report,  that  men  may  take  knowledge  of 
you  that  you  have  been  with  Jesus.  Pray, 
watch,  strive,  in  order  that  by  all  the  fruits  of 
the  Spirit  you  may  show  forth  the  praises  of 
Him  who  hath  called  you  out  of  darkness  into 
his  marvellous  light.  Rest  not  satisfied  with 
present  attainments.  Press  towards  the  mark 
for  the  prize  of  your  high  calling  of  God  in 
Christ  Jesus.  The  will  of  our  Lord  is,  that 
we  more  and  more  show  forth  the  riches  of 
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His  grace,  till  grace  shall  be  perfected  in  His  I 
eternal  glory.  May  this  also  be  our  will,  and! 

constant  aim,  and  earnest  prayer.  I
